Irish Free State has in prospect an epic year in its stormy history 
in 1936 which will see considerable revision of the republic’s 
economic and industrial system. 
Early in February the senate will 
be abolished and a unicameral government established, giving Presi­ 
dent Eamon de Valera almost dictatorial powers since he controls 
the cabinet which will dominate the one-chamber legislature. Ireland 
is also going through an industrial revolution designed to give the 
republic economic independence and self-sufficiency. 
This program 
has resulted in extremely high living costs due to the high tariff 
necessary to protect the fledgling industries.
